73 Nazis Are 
Guilty of 
War Crimes 


Dachau. Germany, July 11 —(/P) 


— Seventy-three Waffen SS veter- 
ans, including three generals, were 
tound guilty by an American mili- 
tary court today of the slaughter 
of 900 American war prisoners and 
Belgian civilians in the Battle of 
the Bulge. 


The president of the court, speak- 


ing after an hour's deliberation, an- 
nounced all 73 defendants 
were 


"found guilty of 
the 
particulars 
and charges." 


The defendants 
included Gen. 
Josef (Sepp) Dietrich, commander 
of the 6th Panzer Army and sur- 
vivor of Hitler's origina'l beer hall 
putsch in nearby Munich; Lt. Gen. 
Herman Priess, comrmmdcr 
of 


the 1st SS Panzer Corps; 
Brig. 


Gen. Fritz Kraemcr. chief of staff 
of the 6th Panzer Army. 


The burden of prosecution evi- 
dence was directed 
against Col. 
Jeachim Pepper, daredevil com- 
mander of "Task Force Pcipcr," 
whose men participated in the mas- 
sacre of unarmed American pris- 
oners at Malmedy. 


After the verdict of the stern- 


faced American officers serving as 
judges was made known, defense 
counsel began presenting evidence 
that might be considered as ex- 
tenuating when sentence is passed, 
possibly early next week. 


Spectators were generally sur- 
prised that all 73 defendants had 
been convicted as a unit. It was 
the largest mass conviction 
yet 


handed down by American justice 
against accused German war crim- 
inals.

73 Nazis Are 
Guilty of 
War Crimes 


Dachau. Germany, July 11 —(/P) 


— Seventy-three Waffen SS veter- 
ans, including three generals, were 
tound guilty by an American mili- 
tary court today of the slaughter 
of 900 American war prisoners and 
Belgian civilians in the Battle of 
the Bulge. 


The president of the court, speak- 


ing after an hour's deliberation, an- 
nounced all 73 defendants 
were 


"found guilty of 
the 
particulars 
and charges." 


The defendants 
included Gen. 
Josef (Sepp) Dietrich, commander 
of the 6th Panzer Army and sur- 
vivor of Hitler's origina'l beer hall 
putsch in nearby Munich; Lt. Gen.

the 1st SS Panzer Corps; 
Brig. 


Gen. Fritz Kraemcr. chief of staff 
of the 6th Panzer Army. 


The burden of prosecution evi- 
dence was directed 
against Col. 
Jeachim Pepper, daredevil com- 
mander of "Task Force Pcipcr," 
whose men participated in the mas- 
sacre of unarmed American pris- 
oners at Malmedy. 


After the verdict of the stern- 


faced American officers serving as 
judges was made known, defense 
counsel began presenting evidence 
that might be considered as ex- 
tenuating when sentence is passed, 
possibly early next week. 


Spectators were generally sur- 
prised that all 73 defendants had 
been convicted as a unit. It was 
the largest mass conviction

since Ihe plan was adopled. John- 
nie Burnett, executive secretary of 
the Arkansas Athletic Asociation, 
and most of 
the 
coaches 
with 


whom we've talked concur. 


The cheerful point is, they all 


declare ,lhat the system adopted 
by the AAA last winter is a start 
from which a better plan may be 
molded. 


Burnett doesn't want the state's 
grid fans to give up on the play- 
off idea if the test run is a flop. 


"Many improvements will have 


to be made," says Johnic. "Bul 
they can't be made now. We'll 
have to sec how the original plan 
works first. Then we can improve 
it by the trial and error method " 


Several months ago James Abra- 


ham, then president of the AAA 
commented that the playoff set-up 
"has a lot of bugs in it but lhey'11 
Inave to be worked 
out along 
through the seasons." 


The playoff, as a matter of 'act, 
is just about the only thing 
on 


which Burnett is not working these 
days. Although he's occupied the 
recently created position of 
high 


school sports "commissioner" only 
six weeks, the 
energetic 
Johnie 


has mapped out an extensive pro- 
gram of improvements 
and 
ex- 
pansions. 


Foremost among his current ac- 


tivities is an effort to coordinate 
work and rule interpretations of 
lootball officials. He has met with 
officials twice, plans five district 
officials' clinics and one statewide 
conference with the referees. For 
'he latter he hopes to have Coach 
Dana Bible of Texas University as 
principal .speaker. 


After completing his work with 


officials, Burnett plans to "edu- 
cate' high school coaches and ath- 
letes 
on 
eligibility 
regulations. 
Posters listing eligibility qualifica- 
t"nn«r »re tn be tacked up in every 
coach's 
office and every dressing 
room. 


Johnie doesn't want to have to be 


a "detective" on eligibility prob- 
lems. He believes general knowl- 
edge of the regulations will lighten 
nis enforcement duties.

charges of ineligibility, made be- 
cause the complainants don't know 
what makes a player eligible or 
ineligible," he contends. 


Burnett is investigating the pos- 


sibility of "group insurance" for 
Ihe slate's high school alhlclics. 
He says such a plan would cover 
even minor injuries. This is a good 
move. States wilh players insur- 
ance plans swear by them. 


Joiner Johnic's travel schedule 
is beginning to look something like 
Mrs. Hoosevelt's. Since he look of- 
fice Juno 1 he has visited Tennes- 
see, 
Louisiana, Misouri and Illi- 


nois, studying those states' athletic 
organizations. He left Little Rock 
today (Thurs) to spend two days 
in Fayettevillc conferring with U
